First Called "Silver Fancy/' 
Town Was Re-Named In 1785; 
Had 7 Families In Community 


Settlem ent in the 
E m m itsburg 
area began about 1728 when Wil­ 
liam Elder, disgruntled with in­ 
creasing infringem ents on religious 
freedom as a result of legislation 
stem m ing from Annapolis in 1692, 
left St. M ary’s County in southern 
M aryland anc pushed into the area 
around Zentz’s mills, 3 miles south 
of M ount St. M ary’s College. El­ 
d e r’s group were m ainly English, 
his fam ily having com e from Lan- 
castershire, and the records carry 
such nam es as Livers, Ogle, Braw ­ 
ner Brooke, and Neale. Many of 
these families still survive near the 
site of the Elder farm , now the 
Clairvaux property owned by Mrs. 
M arie Rial. 
Shortly after the Elder m igration, 
particularly during the French and 
Indian Wars, there was a great 
influx of G erm an, Irish and Scotch 
along the Monocacy Valley. The 
G erm an settlem ents were alm ost 
accidental G reat num bers had fled 
their own country for one reason 
cw another: religious persecution 
qivil tynanny, poverty, better op­ 
portunity. They were mostly train­ 
ed m echanics such as masons, ca r­ 
penters.

md the like. As they passed from 
lettlem ents

those in Virginia, they were attraet- 
td by the rich lands in the Fred- 
trick area and struck rental term s 
with proprietors of one cent an 
sere per year. By this tim e, 1748, 
Frederick had been m ade a county 
and was the center of activity in 
the area. 


Sarly Emmit Patent 
Vas For 2,250 Acres 


On May 17. 1757 Sam uel E m m it 
ook out a patent for 2,250 acres 
tif land from the extensive estates 
owned in this p art of the oountry 
by the Carroll fam ily who lived 
near Annapolis. This area, four

Creek, Friends Creek and the Penn­ 


sylvania line to the east. About the

All the land 
on both sides of the towm w as 
laid out in building lots from F lat 
Run to the run south of town. In 
1786 E m m it deeded an additional 
55 acres of land to his son to 
extend the town limits. This prop­ 
erty adjoined the lots deeded in 
1785. 


Smith Plat In 1808 
Shows Early Policy 


The plat of the town m ade in 
1808 by Andrew Sm ith gives three 
trustees as the governing body: 
Frederick Gelwicks, Lewis M otter, 
and Sam uel Noble. This mode of 
governm ent 
continued 
until 
the 
first ch arter wag obtained in 1825, 
when a burgess w as elected and 
a new system inaugurated. The 
original 
ch arter 
given 
by 
the 
G eneral Assembly at Annapolis on 
Jan. 13, 1825, was enlarged Nov. 
7, 1854 and again in 1943 to m eet 
the changing conditions. It is in­ 
teresting to note that in 1850 the 
salary of the burgess w as $7. the 
collector of taxes $10 and the con­ 
stable $10. In 1906 the lam plighter 
and constable received $250 while 
the burgess had risen to $15 and 
the clerk and tax .collector to $18. 
Evidently there had been m agis­ 
trates even prior to the charter 
because deed m ade out in 1777 
lists Jacob Young and L. Boulas.

Emmitsburg Schools 
Have Long History 


The first schoolm aster 
of tho 
village w’as Thom as Cocklln. At the 
beginning 
of 
the 
century, 
1800, 
M artin Corcoran taught the large 
scholars and Miss Corcoran the 
prim ary departm ent.

Mullen eventually 
established 
a 
m athem atical academy on Church 
St. The first school house was at 
the intersection of the G ettysburg 
road and the alley dividing the 
priest’s lot. All children prior to 
1820 attended there. A large brick 
house was erected on the lot w here 
St. E uphem ia’s school stands and 
it was divied by a partition separat­ 
ing the m ale and fem ale. Until 1880 
the public school for boys was con­ 
ducted here 
Ju st before 1860 a 
girls’ school was erected between 
the M ethodist cem etery and the 
Old P atterson stable. L ater the two 
schoolhouses were tom down. About

also erected on p art of the Lutheran 
Church lot When the cem etery was 
enlarged this was torn down, 
O ther schools also existed Rich­ 
ard Gilson taught a private school 
as did Rev 
G. W. Anghenbaugh 
and E. E. Higbee. The Sisters of 
C harity had taught students almost 
from their founding, In 1878 the 
S isters had begun to teach in town 
and in 1889 St. E uphem ia’s School 
was built to take care of the in- 
I creased num bers of students. It 
! continued until 1957 when the new 
M other Seton E lem entary School 
was opened just opposite the St. 
Joseph 
College.

E m m itsburg was crow ded with 
business opportunities in the old 
days. M any of the occupations have 
disappeared as the nation m atured 
or have swallowed up in the m ass 
production m ethods which m ake 
sm all operations of the sort once 
c a rrie d on in the village impossible. 
Among them were the following: 
Tan Yard* 
T he first tan yard in the town 
was built by Christian F lau tt who 
sold it to Lewis Mottor in 1798. Mol­ 
ter 
operated it until 
1837 
then 
passed it on to his son Lewis who 
continued the enterprise until 1880 
when he closed the vats and dis­ 
continued the business 


A nother tan yard wa$ operated 
by M ichael Sponseller in the lower 
end of towm until about 1850 Jacob 
O yster also conducted a yard which 
was in operation until 1851. At least 
four or five others w ere also in op­ 
eratio n until about 1880. 
Grist Mills 
T he oldest mill was the brick mill 
built by John Troxell and eventu­ 
ally to m down by the Sisters. It was 
on Tom s Creek and w as buit about 
1778. H ere m eetings were frequent­ 
ly held to recru it and arran g e m at­ 
ters for soldiers during Hie Revolu­ 
tionary War. 


Other m ills were built by Philip 
N unem aker, Jonathan H azelet, Dr. 
R obert Annan, George Sheets. They 
w ere centers for the people to gath­ 
er.

Finally, it 
is not generally known th at the 
oldest gravestones in all W estern 
M aryland are at Emmitsburg.” 


All of these thin**, W elty main­ 
tains, point to a superior culture 
antedating the institutions of which 
the country is Justly proud, a cul­ 
ture and a submerged history which 
is the only adequate provenance and 
providence for these institutions. "It 
is a story of political tragedy that 
flowered Into noble adventure and 
realization of a high ideal, a now 
forgotten heritage. It will yet be 
w ritten together with a chapter of 
the philosophy of history it illus­ 
trates.” 


More surprising than even the

MORE USEFUL

Seasoned travelers have learned 
It's wise to stream line your suit­ 
case living. Well-organized packing 
can make all tile diflerence be­ 
tween happy traveling and chaos 
Plastic dividers, 
that you cut 
and machine stitch yourself, will 
aolve certain packing problems by 
separating different 
outfits 
and 
keeping small items from sliding 
between the folds of dresses, As 
you unpack, each layer can be 
lifted out separately. When you’re 
taken out what you need at any 
given time, you can replace all the 
other sections of clothing as units 
The lining of your suitcase is pro­ 
tected, too, when you keep shoes 
and soiled clothing between these 
plastic sheaths. A sudsy sponge is 
all the care your dividers need 
between trips—or they can be sub­ 
merged safely in soap or detergent 
suds, if necessary. 
Measure the Luggage 
Now, while your trip is still in ; 
the planning stage, lug out your 
luggage and measure the dim en-< 
aions of each piece Local sewing j 
center experts tell you how' to 
make these dividers on your sew­ 
ing machine. 
Cut sheets of clear plastic to 
suitcase dimensions, as many as 
you wish. To make the handles. < 
place a dinner plate over a double 
layer of plastic, draw round the 
edge with a soft pencil or chalk; ] 
center a smaller plate inside the 
first circle and trace its outline 
also. These circles should form a 
elrcle about one inch wide, 
Use Kine Needle 
Machine stitch over these two 
oencil lines, using a fine needle 
and light pressure, then trim close 
to the stitching. This will leave a 
doughnut-like ring with a hole In 
the center. Next cut this ring ;n

half and clip a couple of inches 
off the ends of each piece to bring 
the arc of the handle closer to the 
edge of the divider. The reason for 
using a large plate for a pattern 
is to make the handle long enough 
to be stitched near the edges of 
the divider's width, thereby dis­ 
tributing the weight and making 
each section easier to lift. Tape 
the handles to the sides of the flat 
oblong of plastic and then machine 
stitch in place—and you’ve made a 
very practical suitcase accessory. 
Add Pockets 
Another tidy trick 
is to add 
pockets to your dividers. Besides 
being ideal for stockings and other 
dainties, pockets are a lifesaver 
when the few' things you'\c washed 
are still slightly damp. 
To make the pockets, takei a 


sheet of plastic the sire of your 
suitcase. Cut it in half. Place these 
two sm aller pieces on top of the 
divider. Then stitch each pocket 
piece around three edges, leaving 
the top open. Thus you have one 
divider with two convlent pockets 
W’ith these plastic dividers, suit­ 
case living is a pleasure.

Camera News

Small boating, a pastime shared 
by millions of Americans, offers 
exceptional opportunities for good 
pictures as it swings into its most 
actve cycle.

Protect Film, Camera 
The first thing he stressed was 
that aboard any boat, film and 
cam eras must be protected from 
spray and heat. Spray will gum up 
cam eras and working parts and 
may even corrode a lens surface 
if it's salty and if given time to do 
its worst.

Light coming from 
the near-front of the cam era can 
produce enough glare reflection to 
cause a washed-out effect 
Because of the absence of trees, 
grass and other nearby color-ab­ 
sorbing surfaces, there is a great 
deal more ultra-violet in the light 
around water surfaces. To elimi­ 
nate its effects, a haze filter is rec­ 
ommended for distance shots on 
sm aller bodies of water or for 
pictures taken on larger lakes or 
coastal waters. 
Allow For Wave Action 
Large boats don’t present the 
motion problems of small cruis­ 
ers or open boats. A good nau­ 
tical picture taking stance m ust 
allow for wave action, rolls of the 
boat or an unexpected lurch so 
that a cam era held close to the 
face or body doesn’t result in a 
skinned nose, a black eye or a 
bruised chest. 
Stand w'ith your feet wide apart 
on a firm foundation with your 
knees slightly flexed, your arm s 
and shoulders relaxed, not tensed 
This should give you good balance 
and permit you to “ give” with the 
movement o' tile boat.

GOD’S STEADFAST LOVE 
Key Verse: The steadfast love of 
the Lord Is from everlasting to 
everlasting upon those who fear 
I him. Psalm 103:17. 
The 
three-lesson 
account 
of 
Joseph’* life is filled with dram a. 
Youthful ambitions and dream s of 
the future were suppressed more 
tactully when Joseph became a 
slave, and discretion was learned 
in the hard school of experience. 
Gradually he cam e to recognize 
God s providence in sparing hi* 
life. His early years in Egypt were 
| not specially unhappy or unfortunste 
as he was treated as a political 
prisoner. Joseph’s companions in 
prison later became the instru­ 
ments for his release. 
Later, however, being discredit­ 
ed wrongfully bv Potiphar’a wife, 
he was thrown into prison. There 
he maintained his cheerful, indus­ 
trious ways, gaining the favor and 
confidence of the prison guards 
His growth in character is quite 
noticeable for he did not harbor re­ 
sentment against his brothers or 
the wicked woman who tempted 
him. but chose to make himself 
useful. As one com m entator says, 
’’The prison was his passage to 
greater usefulness and therefore 
higher honor.” 
More 
im portant 
was this — “The Lord was with 
Joseph and showed him steadfast 
love.” 


“ Age of the Hyksoe” 
These Joseph stories in Genesis 
occurred sometime 
in 
Egyptian 
history between 1720 and 1550 B.C. 
It is generally known as the Age 
of the Hyksoe or Shepherd King*. 
Through divine providence Joseph 
became the savior of Egypt and 
Ira Hebrew brethren His life and 
work had a direct influence upon 
the history of the Hebrew’ nation. 
Th* story reads like an epic and 
runs like this: 
While Joseph kept busy in the 
prison, he did not lose his ability to 
interpret dreams. At. last the day 
arrived when this God-given power 
could be used to advantage! Pharaoh 
had a strange dream which none of 
his wise men could interpret. In the 
midst of the observance of the mon­ 
a rch 's birthday the chief butler re­ 
membered Joseph and his gift. As a 
result, Joseph was summoned before 
Pharaoh to explain and interpret th* 
latter s dreams. These dream s in­ 
dicated that there would be seven 
year* of famine in Egypt. Pharaoh 
was so impressed by Joseph'* in­ 
terpretation that he 
made 
him 
prime minister which included the 
superintendency of the granaries. 
So Joseph suddenly became w’hat 
we would call the “secretary of 
agriculture” and a man of destiny. 
His industry and resourcefulness 
was aoon evident, 
for 
he 
went 
throughout all Egypt gathering up 
the grain 
and 
food 
during 
the 
seven plenteous years and storing 
it in huge granaries known as 
I “ store cities.”

Joseph was only 30 years old 
when he entered Pharaoh’s serv­ 
ice. Before the years of famine 
came, he m arried Asenath. daugh­ 
ter of a pagan priest of On, and 
had 
two 
sons - Manasseh 
and 
Ephraim. Egyptian documents of 
this era coincide with the n arra­ 
tive of Joseph in the Bible, show­ 
ing that the prime minister had 
exactly 
the 
same 
power* 
as 
Joseph, and seven-year 
famines 
occurred in this age. 
What great role did Joseph play 
in this biblical epic? As one writ­ 
er has said. “Tile saving of Joseph 
and his father's family is the prel­ 
ude to the saving of Israel and 
the salvation of m ankind.” Joseph 
was surely put to the test by God 
but his honesty, industry, and in­ 
tegrity triumphed. Neither adver­ 
sity nor prosperity could shake 
his faith, and because he was true 
to God. he was true to himself. 
This is a lesson which emphasizes 
the good design of the Lord and 
how’ He shapes and guides the 
destinies of men. Devotion to the 
Lord and His purposes must even­ 
tually bring its rewards. Misfor­ 
tune, 
.suffering, 
and 
disappoint­ 
m ent generally work out to our 
advantage if we have faith and 
trust God’s plan for us. Progress 
toward true happiness often de­ 
mands sorrow’ and sacrifice.

AARON ADVISES 
KIDS TO WORK 
ON WEAKNESS 


By HANK AARON 
MILWAUKEE 
m - To begin 
with, choose a bat and a batting 
stance that feel comfortable. If 
you’re not loose and comfortable 
at the start, how can you expect 
to be w’hen the ball is heading 
toward the plate? 
Take ail the batting practice you 
can get. Never pass up a chance 
to take a few cuts 
If you are 
fortunate enough to live in a year- 
round 
warm climate like I do, 
work on your hitting in the winter 
months, too 
Don’t hesitate to ask your team ­ 
mate. or whoever happens to be 
the 
batting practice pitcher, to 
throw the pitch you feel is your 
weakness. For example, I find it 
helps me, if I have five practice 
swings, to ask for three fast balls 
and two curves. In other w'ords, 
tell the pitcher to mix them up 
Any time you get up there, work 
on your weakness.
